With a disappointing turn-out of 
only 493 ratepayers, the Didsbury 
Municipal Hospital District $98,000 
money by-law was defeated by a 
narrow margin in a poll taken Mon- 
day, July 21. The last poll to report, 
Fallen Timber, voted solidly in 
favor of the by-law (15-0) but it 
Was not enough to give the required 
two-thirds majority. 


The final unofficial total was 
302 in favor, 182 against and nine 
ballots were spoiled or rejected. 
This was approximattely 28 short of 
the two-thirds required. 

At a meeting of the hospital 
board on Saturday night it was de- 
cided to hold another vote on the 
issue at the carliest possible time. 
It was felt not enough ratepayers 
had exercised their franchise on 
this very important matter and the 
decision to have another vote was 
made, 

Bad weather, muddy roads and a 
large number of people away on 

vacation contributed greatly to the 
stat vote.

Leafy Spurge: This weed is lo- 
cated at various places throughout 
the municipality. Few people are 
familiar with it so this week's letter 
is about leaty spurge. It is a deep 
rooted: persistent perennial and re- 
produces itself both by horizontal 


| root stocks and seeds, The roots are 


woody in nature and penetrate 8 to 
15 feet. It has long, narrow, smooth 
leaves, and grows to a height of two 
feet. 

The blooms borne in umbrella: 
like clusters are more like dense 
tufts of small leaves than ordinary 
flowers, At first the flowers are a 
distinet yellowish-greea but become 
more yellow with maturity. The 
stems and leaves contain a thick, 
sticky milk-like sap. 

Dense growth: Leafy spurge starts 
early in the spring and maintains a 
heavy growth throughout the year 
The roots and root stocks are also 
very dense, The forked tap root 
usually is found in the first two feet 
of soil but the branched roots often 
extend to 15 feet. The creeping 
root-stocks usually are 4 to 8 inches 
below the surface, 

Control methods: A soil sterilant 
such as sodium chlorate should be 
used to kill small patches, This 
material can be applied either wet 
or dry and should be used at the 
rate of 5 or 6 pounds per 100° sq 
{t. Treatment should be extended 
at least 4 feet beyond the edges of 
the patch; If applied at the rate ol 
12 to 16 ounces acid per acre period 
ically at six-week intervals during 
the yrowing season over a period of 
two years, very good results can be 
expected, We have cases on record 
where this type of treatment has 
eliminated leafy spurge. Where 
the spraying of 2.4-D is undertaken | 
in crop, 10 ounces acid per acre Will 
be about the safe maximum limit

For best results, Alfalfa should be 


| cut When one-tenth to one-half is in 


full bloom, Altaswede and Alsike

Clover in the bud stage, the grasses 
soon after heading. With grass 
legume mixtures the hay should be 
harvested when the legume is at 
the proper stage for cutting. These 
are the stages at Which the highest 
“total digestible nutrients” are ob 
tained, 

For pigs, calves and poultry, Alf- 
alfa should be cut in the pre-bloom 
stage. Often second cut is more

MANY BALLOTS SPOILED 
ON POLLING DAY 


Many ballots are needlessly spoil- 
ed in every provincial election when 
voters fail to follow a few simple 
rules at the polling booths, 

“The most common mistake made 
by voters is using an X instead of 
numbers when marking their bal- 
lots,” stated R. A. Andison, Chief 
Electoral Officer, “The correct way 
Is to mark 1 beside the first choice, 

2 beside the second choice, 3 beside 
the third choice, and so on until 
all desired candidates have been 
voted for.” 

In this system a person may vote 
for as few as one candidate or as 
many as there are on the ballot. 
In rural areas the single transfer- 
able vote system is used, whereby 
there is only one candidate from 
each political party which wishes 
to contest the area, Cities use the 
proportional representation, where 
ballots may be cast for several 
members of a party, 

In addition to marking an X in- 
stead of numbers, there are other 
mistakes Which may spoil a ballot.
